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The noblest use of Music is to assist the cultivation and expression 
of the beliefs and sentiments of Beligion. In this employment of 
it, are brought together Man's highest utterance and the loftiest 
subjects of his thought and contemplation. As plain language, 
when it comes at length to labour with greatness of matter, 
develops into Figure or Poetry, so, as it rises to a yet higher region 
of perception and feeling, it must at last break forth into fitting 
Song. The application of Music to the ordinances of Divine 
Worship, in which Man's highest thought and feeling are to be 
engaged, is natural, and must have been intended by Him who 
devised our constitution, from the beginning. 

In the public service of God in the Church, there has ever 
been a " Service of Song," 1 the melodious out-pouring, in ap- 
propriate tones, of its faith and trust, and penitence and joy, and 
desire, and thanksgiving 'and love. And God has not refused, 
by its means, to create the most sacred inspirations in the 
minds of men. Moses and Israel sang £heir thankful jubilation 
at the destruction of Pharaoh and his hosts " unto the Lord." 
And both the language of their Hymn and the circumstance of 
their singing it are noted in the Book of truest history. 2 Prophets 
prepared with sacred Song, for the coming of the Holy Spirit, and 
received His influence during the exercise. 8 David's glorious 
Psalms were chanted in the Temple Service, and he, a performer 
himself upon the harp, provided for them, at the bidding of a most 
affectionate musical taste, elaborate accompaniment under the 
direction of most skilful instrumentalists, for better and more 
religious effect. 4 The fame of the Songs of Sion reached the land 
of the People's Captivity, and " they that wasted them " had

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! curiosity and desire enough to asl^ to hear their Temple Psalmody. 1 
I And when Israel were again permitted to return to their own land, 
I they set up once more after the fashion of olden time, to the best of 
their ability, their service of Song. 2 After four hundred years, 
I during which the histoiy of the Nation disappeared from the Sacred 
Becord, we come to the most moving of all precedents in the 
example of the Messiah Himself, of whom the Fathers had sung. 
The Church's Head became also the most Illustrious Worshipper 
"in the midst of her," according to the ancient Prophecy. 8 And 
at that Passover Supper which came immediately before his 
Atoning Sufferings, the voice of the Saviour joined 4 also with the 
voices of his Apostles, in the chanting of the old Passover Hymn 
of Israel. Paul and Silas, B in the prison of Philippi, gave 
utterance to their strange unearthly joy, in the midst of the pains 
of persecution, by Hymns of Praise to God, in the sleepless night. 
The first Christians were exhorted by St. Paul to the use of 
Psalms and Hymns and Spiritual Songs. 6 The best ages and 
^ practice of the Church are full of precedents. Congregational sing- 
ing is testified to have been, from the Apostolic period, always, part 
t of ** Church Service," and great men in Ecclesiastical Story have 

] not thought it beneath them to provide for its right conduct; and, — 

to touch our own Church sympathies more nearly, on this point, — 
' the first Methodists were famous in the nation for Spiritual Song, 

I and the Father and Founder of the community, Mr. Wesley 

I himself, exhibited his own tendencies in this happy direction and 

' the careful interest he took in this department of Public Worship, 

by publishing various small but carefully chosen Collections of 
Musical Psalmody. 

j Church Music (understanding by that term both the singing 

I and the instrumental accompaniment) should ever be made sub- 

servient to the effect of " the Word preached," which is the grand 
means of edification and salvation. And these are the object both 
of the place and the assembly. The Scriptural sentiments and 
utterances of the Pulpit must be seconded by the Church Song.

Or else, the hearer is distracted from the main purpose of the 
occasion. Nothing is more unfortunate, to say the least, than any 
evident lack of sympathy or taste in the choral seryice in this 
respect. All tunes, chants, and " voluntaries " should have the 
production, hy the blessing of God, of Sacredness of impression for 
iheir end. Every thing should tend to aid Obedience to the Word, 
that is, to Religion, and to bring about the intensest Worship. 
Every thing that fails of this tendency is a grand impertinence 
and vulgarity. That is alone to be regarded " classic " which is 
most proper to the great end just indicated. 

The •* Service of Song " should, of course, be musically 
correct. This is essential to its goodness. The melody of the 
heart, though also essential, is not an exact compensation for 
defect in this respect. There is difference in the mind of God 
between correct and unmusical effect, for the Law of Sounds 
whether sweet or indifferent is established and watched over by 
Him , in the arrangement and working of Nature. Unquestionably, 
the Melody of the Heart is first in importance with him, and is 
accepted when alone, where appropriate musical utterance is beyond 
us. But excellence of musical expression must be aimed at, for 
that likewise is due unto Him, and he notes the difference between 
it and the contrary. When Moses urged his own slowness of 
speech against his commission to Pharaoh, God consented to 
appoint Aaron to be his spokesman, because *»he could speak 
well." 1 Our Voice and Tongue must glorify His skill in their con- 
struction, by the exhibition of their power of producing touching 
religious musical effect. Whatever is too elaborate for general 
reach, of course, should not be chosen for congregational use, since 
it requires an attention to execution which distracts from devotion, 
and so its usefulness is lost in the performance. Unnatural 
loudness destroys beauty. Poor voices should never be prominent. 
The time should not be toa fast for laying hold of the sense of the 
words, nor so slow as to hinder or caricature its proper pronuncia- 
tion. Childish words or irreverent utterances of love to Christ, 
with lusciously pretty ballad airs to them, for " mere musical

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enjoyment/' are not to be recommended, for the public Adoration 
of the Majesty of Heaven and Earth, by self-abased Christian men. 
The inspired language of the Holy Scriptures, such for instance 
as in this little collection of Psalms, and our grand old Methodist 
Hymns, second only to the language of Inspiration, abound in 
glorious religious experience, and, if thoughtfully sung, will be 
found to render needless any innovations, and the established . 
Psalmodic Music is rich enough for their appropriate worshipful 
expression. 

A standing posture is naturally best for the exorcise of Church 
song, and it is plainly, also, dictated by a spirit of Heligious 
Beverenoe. This posture implies our assent, at least, to the 
Worship of the song, when, musically, we cannot j oin in it. Sitting 
to listen to the performance of a " choir" very disagreeably suggests 
the idea of a concert room, instead of that of the Sanctuary of God. 
It is destructive of the idea of worship, in which every one should 
join, at least by the adoption of a reverential attitude, equally as 
in the exercise of public prayer. 

" Religious Harmony should be moving, but noble withal ; 
grave, solemn and seraphic ; fit for a Martyr to play and an Angel 
to hear." 1 Let the Service of the Christian Church be conformed, 
so much as may be with its feeble powers, to the adoration of that 
world to which it is blessedly hastening. Let the heart do its 
homage, /or every thing is vain without that; but let the outward 
style and performance also be admonitory of the character of Him 
whom we worship through Jesus Christ; — expressive of the 
humblest and yet most adoring and joyous sentiment towards 
Him which His own Word teaches us to cherish, and then, the 
Musical utterance of the Church will, as of old, be made once 
more, what we should desire it to be, — the instrument of some of 
BSs richest spiritual influences. The service of the Church shall 
be returned unto itself again, as the means of its own blessing.

EXPLANATORY NOTES. 

In pointing the foregoing Psalms, &q,, for Chanting, it has been 
deemed advisable to use the liberty kindly accorded to the Writer, 
of employing the symbols of the Rev. J. Curwen's Tonic Sol Fa 
Notation. 

The colon (:) is used to divide the bar or measure into 
two equal parts or beats, thus corresponding exactly with the 
Music of the Chant. 

The words or syUahles following the bar marked thus | should 
be sung with a loud aooent ; and those following the ( : ) with 
a soft accent. 

Where two or more words or syllables have to be sung to one 
beal, the division of the bar by the colon, shows clearly to which 
beat of the bar they have to be sung. — Examples : in Psalm 148, 
" I old men : and | ," the words " old men " should be sung to 
the ^r«* beat ; the word "and" to the second. In Psalm 146, 
" I God : while 1 1 ," the word " God " should be sung to the first 
beat, and the words " while I " to the second. 

When a word or syllable has to be sung to two or more beats, 
a continuation mark thus — is employed. — Examples : in Psalm 
146, " I Lord : — | " signifies that the word " Lord," must 
occupy the whole of that bar. Again, in Psalm 150, the last line 
of that Psalm reads thus, ** Praise | — : — | ye : the | Lord." 
Signifying that the word " Praise ** should be sung not only to 
the reciting note, but also to the whole of the following bar. 

In Chanting, a moderate rate of movement is recommended ; 
avoiding on the on« hand, an unmeaning, irreverent quickness ; 
and a heavy, tedious slowness on the other. 

Care should be taken in the enunciation of the words of the 
Reciting Note, or first note of each musical phrase. If this 
be done, as a natural result the other words wUl " take care of 
themselves."
